FLOOD REPAIR AGAIN BLOCKED 
Comptroller General McCarl has again 
b locked the use of some $2,000,000 of the 
riv ers and harb ors unexpended appro­ 
priation for Mississippi flood repair work. 
He holds that '‘responsib ility for flood 
control in the Mississippi area does not 
rest wholly upon the United States,” and 
that he will not permit use of federal 
funds without specific instructions, the 
St. Louis Star points out. 
A special ses­ 
sion of congress could giv e this intruction, 
put President Coolidge, 
arriv ing home 
from the Dakota Black Hills, giv es no in­ 
dication that he will call this special ses­ 
sion. 
Secretary Hoov er, speaking b efore the 
joint session of the Louisiana legislature 
last Friday night,' expressed his confi­ 
dence that congress will adopt a sound 
policy for flood control and supply re­ 
sources. 
It is to b e supposed that con­ 
gress will, b ut not until after considerab le 
deb ate, and perhaps not until after other 
“more important” items are considered, 
such as the Smith and Vare contests, the 
tax slash, farm relief and general b ills 
held up b y the filib uster last spring. 
In the meantime, not a b reak in the 
lev ees has b een repaired. 
The Red Cross 
is still taking care of the thousands of suf­ 
ferers who lost ev erything in the mad 
swirl of waters, while the state gov ern­ 
ments 
and 
municipal 
financial 
chests 
are now straining to the utmost to pre­ 
v ent a wholesale collapse of the v alley. 
They hav e b een unab le to start repairs 
adequate to the spring season when high 
waters, if not another flood, can b e ex­ 
pected. 
The 
dev astated 
areas may b e 
ov erwhelmed again and much of the work 
that has b een accomplished toward re­ 
hab ilitation wiped out. 
It does little good for the comptroller 
to say that “this office fully appreciates 
the emergency that exists” while regret­ 
ting that he can do nothing to reliev e the 
situation.

funds should b e made av ailab le now that 
needed work may b e undertaken, b efore 
it is too late again.
